ALABAMA

This week we are beginning a 
discussion of certain economic 
questions which face Alabama ag- 
riculture, and which must be solv- 
ea if the State, South and Nation 
are to continue along the road of 
progress, 

To get at, the basic facts tied 
up with the many problems which 
are crying for adequate solution 
perhaps it is best to state ques- 
tions and then give the answers, 
Therefore, in our column this week 
we will follow this procedure. 

i, What are some of the prob- 
lems connected with soil condi- 
tions and uses in Alabama? 

(a) Alabama farmers have an 
average of six acres of cropland 
per person. ‘This compares with 
the United States average of 13 
acres and an average for the State 
of Iowa of 21 acres, 

(b) This scarcity of land forces 
Alabama farmers to produce in- 
tensively cultivated crops such as 
cotton and tobacco that require 
large amounts of human labor, 
This searcity of land also prevents 
to a great extent, due to low yields 
per acre, the crop diversification, 
production of food and feed crops, 
pastures and 
ell agree that Alabama needs so 
hadly. 

(c) Most of the land in the 
South is poor due to rolling top- 
ography, high rainfall, and a warm 
climate which increases erosion 
and organic disintegration in the 
soil. Sixty-one per cent of the 
nation’s badly eroded land is in 
18 Southern States with condi- 
tions similar to Alabama. The 
South is losing top soil to the 
value of $300,000,000 annually by 
erosion, 

2. What is the tariff policy of 
the United States and how does it 
affect argiculture in Alabama? 

(a) The United States for more 
than one hundred years has fol- 
lowed a high protective tariff pol- 
icy for the benefit, of manufactur- 
ing industries, The value of most 
agricutlural products and especial- 
ly cotton is determined by the 
world price for such commodities 
without benefit of tariff protec- 
tion. The result of this tariff pro- 
tection for industries and no pro- 
tection for agricultural products 
has been a long, severe, and con- 
tinuing penalty to people engaged 
in cotton growing. 

(b) The increased cost of goods 
because of the tariff has ranged 
from 19 per cent to 538 per cent. 

(c) Several of our most serious 
depressions have occurred, as was 


true in 1932, when the import 
tariffs were at their highest. 
(d) Another effect of the tar- 


iff has been to upset the balance 
of trade between the United States 
and other nations, causing decreas- 
ed foreign sales of American cot- 
ton, greater competition by for-

3. How do manufacturing and 
other industries in Alabama com- 
pare with industries in other parts 
of the country and what is the 
effect of this on agriculture and 
general conditions in Alabama and 
in the nation? 

(a) In Alabama approximately 
75 per cent of the people are en- 
gaged in agriculture. In the Unit- 
ed States there are approximately 
cne-third of the people engaged in 
agriculture, Industries in Alabama 
are therefore very meager in com- 
parison to other sections of the 
country. This forces a large num- 
ber of people to remain on farms, 
growing more cotton when more 
cotton is not needed at a time 
when they should be able to find 
employment in industries to which 
Alabama materials, power and oth-

(b) The effect of this excess 
population engaged in agriculture 
and our condition of deficient in- 
custries has resulted in greater 
cotton surpluses, lower income, 


products, and the inability of peo- 
ple in the South to keep pace with 
the rest of the country in the use 
of manufactured products, 

(c) The average cash income 
from farm production in the 38 
states outside the South in 1937 
was $359 per person. The aver- 
age income per farm person in 
Alabama was $91. The average 
income per person in the United 
States not engaged in agriculture 
was $492 in 1935,

Zena, s 

The morning session was mark- 
ed by three very able addresses. 
G. Arthur Cook of the West Boyls- 
ton Manufacturing Company and 
chairman of the manufacturing 
and industries committee of the 
State Chamber, spoke on “Future 
Industrial Development in Ala- 
bama.”’ A. G. Moore of the South- 
ern Pine Association spoke on 
“Conservation of Alabama's For- 
est Resources.” Haygood Pater- 
son, Commissioner-nominate, State 
Department of Agriculture and In- 
dustries, discussed “Cash Markets 
for Alabama Farm Crops.” 

Senator John H. Bankhead was 
the feature speaker at a luncheon 
at the Jefferson Davis Hotel at 1 
o'clock, his subject being “The 
Economic Preblems of the South.”

MISSIONARY TO AFRICA 
GIVES INTERESTING TALK 


Dr. H. P. Anker, missionary to 
Africa, who is in the States on 
furlough, was the principal speak- 
er at a missionary rally at the 
BHlba Methodist Chureh Monday 
evening, <A large and attentive 
congregation was present and 
much interest was manifested in 
the program, A number of vis- 
itors from other churches of the 
city and several from New Brock- 
ton also attended. Rev. S. R. 
Jones of Brundidge, mission seere- 
tary, accompanied the speaker and 
had charge of opening exercises 
at the rally, 

Dr, Anker, who has spent twen- 
ty years in the African mission 
field, gave his hearers a most in- 
teresting description of the people 
he has been serving, their cus- 
toms, their habits, and their coun- 
try. Particularly interesting was 
his description of their native re- 
ligion and practices. Their's is a 
religion of fear and superstition, 
and they depend entirely on “medi- 
cine men" for protection from the 
evil spirits which they think cause 
all their troubles and adversities. 

The speaker also told how that, 
since 1918 their language has been 
reduced to writing through mis- 
sionary effort, and now they have 
a printing press and are turning 
out thousands of copies of books 
and leaflets every year for use 
in spreading the Christian religion. 
Dr. Anker has a number of these 
booklets as well as a New Testa- 
ment which has been printed in 
the tribe language, thousands of 
copies now being in use, The Bible 
was printed by the American Bible 
Society. 

Dr. Anker brought along’ a medi- 
cine box containing two or three 
dozen different kinds of medicine 
commonly used by the ‘medicine 
men,” Those articles consist of 
small pieces of wood, nuts, feet 
from small animals, tails from 
lizards, and hundreds of other ar- 
ticles which are supposed to have 
been filled with some substance 
by the medicine men which will 
secure the relief desired by the 
patient. The cure is effected when 
the evil spirit that caused the trou- 
ble is driven away or destroyed. 
These medicines are used or worn 
on the person and are also used 
in the home. The price of the 
medicine is determined by the se- 
riousness of the evil confronting 
the patient. F 

Dr. Anker also carries a fine 
collection of other trinkets, native 
clothes, weapons, work tools, etc. 
It is well worth the time of any 
one to see this collection and hear 


the speaker describe their useful- 
ness to the native African. How- 
ever, the Christian religion is 
spreading and converts immediate- 
ly turn away from these super- 
stitious beliefs. 

It is hoped that through these 
rallies the missionary spirit may 
be rekindled and that increased 
offerings will permit the further 
spread of the Christian religion in 
these dark places. 

Dr. Anker, while discussing the 
work in his particular field, stated 
that the most pressing need at 
this time was for funds with which 
to pay native evangelists. Hun- 
dreds of African boys and men 
have accepted Christ as their sa- 
viour and haye completed courses 
in Bible schools and are now ready 
to go out into the field and carry 
the gosped to others who have 
not yet heard of the Saviour, It 
tukes only a small amount to sup- 
port one of these native evangel- 
ists, but our people are not giving 
even the small sum necessary. Dr 
Anker says that many times mis- 
sionaries, all of whom tithe, give 
part of their own salary in order 
to carry on some of this work.

Allis Golden Daniels, age 23, 
farmer youth of the New Hope 
community in Northeast Coffee, 


died instantly Sunday afternoon 
from knife wounds, and four com- 
panions of the dead man are be- 
ing held in the county jail at Elba 
on charges of murder in connec- 
tion with the incident, 

Daniels was the son of Mr, and 
Mrs, William I. Daniels of New 
Hope community and is also sur- 
vived by three sisters and three 
brothers, Funeral services were 
held Monday afternoon at Friend- 
ship Church in Pike County, 

Those held in jail at Elba are; 
Alto Turvin, who is charged with 
the actual killing, Carniey Mobley, 
Claborne Griswold and Gillis Ste- 
vens. All are residents of the 
New Hope community and their 
families are well known in that 
section of the county. 

According to reports of the af- 
fair, there seems to have been a 
quarrel in progress which started 
perhaps during the morning part 


of the day, The crowd secured 
an automobile and with Mobley 
driving, they were riding in the 


afternoon when the stabbing took 
place, Turvin was occupying the 
front seat with Mobley, it was 
stated, and leaning over the seat 
he reaghed out and cut Daniels on 
the leg and stabbed him in the left 
side, 

It, is thought the knife penetrat- 
ed his heart, as he died instantly. 
The car was driven down the road 
and help was called, but the young 
man had already died.

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WH STILL NEED MORE GOLD 


The old saying that gold is 
where you find it has reeeived 
fresh proof by the opening of a 
new gold mining region on the 
shores of Lake Mead in Nevada, 
If you don’t recognize Lake Mead 
by name, it is the great new arti- 
ficial reservoir in Boulder Canyon, 
ereated by the building of the 
Hoover Dam, 

The gold has been there always, 
but nobody could get to it until 
the water impounded by the dam 
rose high enough so that boats 
could reach the previously inacces- 
sible slopes of the steep mountains 
bordering the canyon, Now a real 
“pold rush” has started, since a 
prospector in a motor-boat discov- 
ered a promising vein of gold- 
bearing rock @ year or so ago, 

The new “strike” is known as 
the Gold Butte Mining District, 58 
miles up Lake Mead from the dam, 
High grade ore is being shipped 
by barges towed by motor-boats, 
and is said to yield from $6 to $10 
to the ton, 

There is always something fas- 
cinating about news of a new gold 
strike, ‘This one is especially in- 
teresting because it initiates a 
new way of making gold accessible, 
Tt is novel as the methods now 
used in the island of New Guiana, 
where airplanes are used to bring’ 
the gold down from the inacces- 
sible mountain peaks, as well as to 
take machinery and miners up to 
the mines. 

The earth’s store of gold is, ap- 
paprently, very far from being 
exhausted, Not enough has been 
mined so far to satisfy the mone- 
tary demands of the world, which 
now almost universally regards 
gold as the only real money for 
the exchange of commodities be- 
tween nations, 

The United States Treasury 
holds more than half of all the 
world’s stock of monetary gold, 
If the other nations were as well 
supplied there would be better as- 
Surance of peace and prosperity 
for everyone, 


A CREED FOR MANAGEMENT 


The International Management 
Congress recently held in Wash- 
ington offered a new “creed of 
management” which, in view of 
the demands of labor and _ criti- 
cism of business, expresses strik- 
ing sentiments, The creed as for- 
mulated by Lewis H. Brown, presi- 
dent of the Johns-Manville Com- 
pany, reads: 

“We who are responsible for the 
management of industry in supply- 
ing the needs of the publie for 
goods and services and who ree- 
ognize our obligations to stock- 
holders and employees, believe, 

“That we should constantly seek 
to provide better values at lower 
costs so that more of our people 
tan enjoy more of the world's 
goods, 

“That we should strive to de- 
velop the efficiency of industry so 
as to earn a fair return for the 
investing public and proyide the 
highest possible reward for the 
productivity of labor, 

“That we should stimulate the 
genius of science and utilize the 
methods of research to improve 
old products and create new ones 
So as to continuously provide new 
fields of employment for the pres- 
ent and coming generations, 

“That management 
courage fair trade practices in 
business which, whether effected 
by competition or cooperation, will 
be so shaped as to be for the best 
interest of our customers and of 
Society as a whole, 

“That it is management's duty 
to be alert to its own short-com- 
ings, to the need for improvement, 
and to new requirements of society, 
while always recognizing the re- 
sponsibility of its trusteeship, 

“That business in this country 
bas never been what it could be 
and never what it yet will be, 

“That Business, Labor, Govern- 
ment and Agriculture working 
hand in hand can provide jobs and 
the opportunity for all to work 
for security without loss of our 
liberty and rights as free men.” 

If every business man in Ameri- 
ca subscribed to that creed and 
acted according to its precepts 
most of our economic troubles 
would automatically disappear,

REVERENCE FOR GOD 


LESSON TE ~— Brodus 20:7; 
Matthew $:33 183-97, 

GOLDEN T T—Our ‘Father which 
art in heaven, Hallowed be thy name, 


Matthew 6:9, 


Character reveals itself through 
the words and deeds of o man, Ho 
may try to conceal his real spiritual 
condition and may assume an out 
ward appearance of piety but he 
need not say many words, nor meet 
many of life's problems, before his 
true condition is revealed, 


Our lesson for today touches pri 
marily on the matter of the words 
of men, presenting first God's com: 
mand that in speaking we are to 
show reverence for His name, and 
then leading up to the expression 
of that reverence in abstinence 
from swearing and from {dle talk, 

I. Reverence Commanded (Exod, 
20:7). 

The forbidden thing is the taking 
of the name of the Lord ‘in vain,” 
Our use of the word vain" carries 
the meaning of ‘useless, without 
purpose or meaning.’? This is part 
of what js in mind ip this command: 
ment, for the name of Jehovah is 
sacred and is to be reverenced ag 
standing for the eternal God, It {s 
never to be used carelessly, or for a 
frivolous purpose. All too often we 
tell jokes or stories which have no 
real purpose or meaning except to 
elicit a laugh and in them we use 
the name of God. We all need to 
exercise care at that point. 


The Hebrew word translated 
‘vain’? has the additional meaning 
of “evil and ‘“‘falsehood.’’ Men are 
so bold that they may even use the 
name of God to support themselves 
in a lie, God hears ana will in no 
wise hold them guiltless. 


Il. Swearing Forbidden (Matt, 5; 
83-37). 


The Sermon on the Mount (so: 
called), from which this portion of 
Seripture is talcen, is difficult to 
interpret to the satisfaction of all, 
Some disregard its evident appli- 
cation to the kingdom and, attempt: 
ing to apply it in the midst of an 
ungodly generation, fall into such 
inconsistency that they abandon the 
effort and regard the teaching of 
the passage as impossible idealism. 
Others, who rightly interpret the 
passage as presenting the laws and 
principles of life in the kingdom of 
God when it shall be fully set up 
on earth with Jesus as King, fail 
to make any application of those 
principles to the life of those who 
are now living in this world—though 
not of it—but rather have their cit- 
izenship in heaven. This is also an 
unfortunate error, 


We who follow the Lord Jesus are 
not to swear by either things sacred 
or things that might be called secu- 
lar. Perhaps He has in mind that 
our lives should be so true that men 
will not need to have any kind of 
an oath to be assured of our sin- 
cerity and honesty. Some belleve 
that all oaths even in court are for- 
bidden, while others, with due re- 
spect for the feelings of those who 
hold this view, regard the taking of 
oaths in official matters as not be- 
ing in mind, All would agree that 
the careless and almost sacrilegious 
use of God's name in administering 
oaths would be taking His name in 
vain. 

Swearing is also entirely beyond 
the pale with Christian men and 
women, It is all too common with 
both men and women, A great 
church‘has organized a ‘‘Holy Name 
Society’ to keep its members from 
using the name of the Lord in pro- 
fanity. What a telling comment on 
the times in which we live! 


Itt Judgment Assured (Matt, 12: 
83-37), 


Jesus had cast out a demon who 
had possessed a man and made him 
blind and dumb, The Pharisees 
could not deny the miracle but at- 
tributed it to the power of Beelze- 
bub, prince of the demons. Jesus 
closed their mouths by pointing out 
that Satan did not work against him- 
self, and went on to speak solemn 
words regarding their and our re- 
sponsibility for what we say 


A day of judgment is coming, 
when we shall answer for the idle 
and wicked words which we speak. 
While we would not bring condem- 
nation upon those who indulge in the 
innocent pleasantries of life by mak- 
ing too severe an application of 
these words, neither should we de- 
stroy their evident import by fail- 
ing to apply them to our daily con- 
versation. One need but listen to the 
casual small talk of men and women 
in public places to realize that we 
need to give attention to the mat- 
ter of elevating not only the conver- 
sation of others but our own as well 
to a nobler and more helpful level. 
Surely Christians should speak for 
the glory of God on every occasion 
and in each circumstance of life. 


The way to accomplish this worthy 
purpose, and the only way, !s to 
hawe the heart and fife filled with 
the good treasure of God's Word, 
for verily out of the abundance of 
the heart the mouth speaketh. What 
do your words and mine indicate to 
others regarding what is in our 
hearts?

COW 


By JUDGE W. 
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SOLL BUILDING—HBvery farm- 
er in this section should make a 
study of his soil and begin a soil 
building program at onee, There 
are a number of things to be done 
if we are to build up our soils as 
we should, Some of us seem to 
think that it is a very easy job 
to plant a few seed for a cover 
crop but there are many things 
to be considered before we begin 
our soil building program, The 
first and most important thing is} 
to make sure that our land is 
properly terraced and the rows 
leveled up as they should be, If 
is very foolish to spend money and| 
time to build up soil which we are 
permitting to be washed away, If 
you plan to build up a certain fleld 
you should terrace it thoroughly, 
level up the rows and put brush 
invevery wash or gully in that field 
We should also make sure that 
rain water from other fields or 
terraces does not drain down on 
this field, Water and sand can 
greatly injure your fleld, Tf there 
are washes or gullies they should 
be filled with brush, litter or waste 
of some kind, We should prepare 
that field so as to retain all the 
fertilizer we hope to grow on the 
hind, The next important thing 
to do is to see that the field is 
properly fenced, Some of us can- 
not fence our fields at the present 
time, so if you cannot fence your 
field you should go right ahead 
and do the best you can but T do 
hope that you can fence the field 
that you are trying to build up. 
If your field is not fenced you 
will grow feed for all the cows 
and pigs in your sectien or they 
will eat up all you grow, After 
the first of March ail livestock 
will be shut up and you can then 
ave all the time you need to 
grow a crop of peas or vetch, You 
will feel pretty blue about the 
first of March as your field will 
look pretty clean but it will come 
out all right if the ground is not 
rooted, The next important thing 
to do is to make sure that you 
have an abundance of planting 
seed and that they are properly 
inoculated, We must have seed! 
and we must have an abundance of 
them if we are to get the best 
results. The next important thing 
to observe is your fertilizer. If 
you plant behind cotton that has 
been highly fertilized you can get 
by without using slag or phos- 
phate but it is best to use slag 
unless your soil is well supplied 
With phosphate, Quite a large 
number of farmers out our way 
have made a mistake by planting 
Austrian peas without using fer- 


seeesneseveresrsesveneseversererer® 


tilizer to go under them. You 
must use fertilizer if you are to 
obtain the best results. Many 


farmers prefer to plant winter 
peas behind cotton by running one 
furrow with a middle burster in 
each cotton middle, This is all! 
light if your land is not too hard, 
Your cover crop will need mois- 
ture and it will be necessary for 
you to break this soil next spring 
so it might be best for you to 
break your soil before you plant 
your winter crop. This all de- 
pends on the nature of your soil 
but you should study the ques- 
tion and prepare yourself to do 
it in the best way, 
“ * * * * 

TIME TO PLANT WINTER 
CROP—There is no aryument as 
to when is the best tinie to plant 
your winter vetch or peas, It 
should be done in September or 
the first part of October, The 
sooner you plant the better will 
be your results. If you have not 
planted you should do so at once, 
So see your county agent and ob- 
tain all the needed or necessary 
information and do the job at the 
earliest possible date. If you can- 
not plant during October I would 
Suggest that you plant during the 
first days of November The one 
thing to keep in mind is the fact 
that you are to plant your share 
of winter peas or vetch. Many 
of us are handicapped on account 
of our peanuts. We must plant 
behind running peanuts if we 
plant. This can be done but you 
must either graze all the waste 
nuts from the ground before you 
plant or you must keep the hogs 
out all the time. You cannot af- 
ford to have your winter crop 
rooted up by your hogs. T have 
had quite a number of inquiries 
about the sowing of seed. Many 
farmers want to know if it is best 
to sow the seed and then turn the 
dirt on top of them. This all de- 
pends on the condition of the land 
to be planted, If your land is 


grassy or turfy it will not be 
best to sow your seed ahead of 
the plowing. If your land is clean 
it is best to sow the seed and let 
ene job finish the entire undertak- 
ing. If your soil is too rough I 
would suggest that you break the 
land and then rake the seed in 
with a harrow. Your seed cannot 
come up and do their best in 
turfy soil, 
* * * * * 

GOVERNMENT HELP — Many

The government will 
allow you certain amounts for this 
work if you will follow their sug- 
gestions. I would recommend that 
you go to your county agent and 
fully advise yourself as to your 
rights and then take full advan- 
tage of what is coming to you. 
You are allowed $1.50 an acre for 
seed, $6.00 per ton for slag and 
$1.50 for each 200 feet of terrac- 
ing. Any farmer who will not 
take advantage of these offers is 
certainly in his own light. We 
need the terraces, we need the seed 
to plant and we need the slag on 
cur soil, Your part may not be 
very large but you are not fair 
fo your wife and children if you 
do not take full advantage of this 
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free help, I would also supgpest 
that you see your neighbors and 
encourage them to take advantage 


of this free help,

COMMON SENSE MEDIOINE 


AND PRAOTICES—Nothing is of 
more importance than is the job 
of keeping your premises clean in 
every respect, Many farmers seem 
to think that it is not necessary 
for us to keep anything clean ex 
cept the house and yard, T firm- 
ly believe that it is just as im- 
portant to keep your lot, barn, 
pig pen, cow pen and the other 
places about your home in a sani- 
tary condition, We cannot keep 
the lot as clean as we do the yard 
bul we can keep what is known as 


a clean lot Hach department 


should be closely watched at all 
times and if this is done your 
neighbors ‘will talk about your 


clean barn and pig pen, All fer- 
lilizer should be taken up daily 
and thrown into a pen which has 
been prepared for that purpose, 
Lime or phosphate should be 
spread over this pen at all times, 
Anything that will keep the flies 
from raising is all rigat, TI have 
always contended that a good 
farmer will take up the fertilizer 
from his mule stall, Your mule 
should not be required to live in 
his own filth, He will do much 
better if you will keep his house 
clean, I feel that a mule stall 
should be as clean as it is pos- 
sible to keep it considering the 
work to be done about the farm, 
The same thing is true of your 
cow pen or cow stall, Your cow 
will not even lie down near her 
own droppings if she can avoid it, 
This tells you that it is not pood 
for the cow, We should help the 
cow to follow the rules which na- 
ture wishes her to carry out, She 
wishes to be away from her drop- 
pings and we should keep her 
away from same, This fertilizer 
should be taken up daily and 
thrown into a pen whieh has been 
built under a shelter and which 
does not leak, Neither the sun- 
shine nor the rain should be al- 
lowed to weaken your cow lot fer- 
tilizer, Your cow should be per- 
mitted to lie down in a nice clean 
stall at night where she can be 
comfortable and where she can 
breathe pure wholesome atmos- 
phere. If you are to feed her milk 
to your children she should be as 
clean as is the child who is to 
drink the milk. Your fowl house 
should be swept out twice each 
week and this fertilizer should be 
stored in a dry place where lime 
can be spread over it. Your 
chickens and your eggs will taste 
much better if you know that the 
hens are living under sanitary 
conditions. Lime should be used 
freely about your fowl house, Vhis 
lime is not lost as it goes with 
the other products to the garden 
or the field. The worst thing 
about the farm is the pig pen or 
the pig lot. This is pretty hard to 
keep clean but it can be done, A 
metal yard broom is fine to rake 
up the droppings and this should 
be done twice each week if your 
pigs are in a lot. This fertilizer 
should be stored as is the other for 
it is fine fertilizer, If you keep 
your pigs in a pen you should use 
double precaution as pig’ pens are 
very hard to keep clean, Water, 
lime, scoops, sand and muscle will 
keep your pig pen tidy if you will 
only see that it is done. We should 
see to it that there are no damp 
places where flies can breed and 
no standing water where mosqui- 
toes can breed, Nothing is finer 
than a clean home with clean sur- 
roundings. The good book tells 
us that cleanliness is next to God- 
liness. How clean are your 
premises?

A Gang Of Counterfeiters Tried To 
Steal Lincoln’s Body 


“Big Jim" Kinealy’s gang was 
one of the cleverest bauds of coun- 
terfeiters that ever vexed and per- 
plexed the United States Secret 
Service Soft-spoken and mild

mannered, these crooks had waxed 


opulent by their tlicit 
traffic in home-made greenbacks, 
For years their profits had been 
fantastic But, by the Spring of 
1876, a deadly paralysis was creep- 
ing over the gang, Their supply 
of contraband currency was all 
but exhausted, and they didn't 
know where to get more, for Ben 
Boyd, the master engraver who 
manufactured their counterfeit 
bills, had been arrested 

Seeret Service men had caught 
Ben Boyd red-handed, had shoved 
him into jail at the point of a 
pistol, and a judge had sentenced 
him to ten years at hard work 
behind prison bars, in Joliet, Tl.

“Big Jim’ Kinealy and his pang 
held a council of war, This arro- 
gant gang of counterteiters plan- 
ned to steal the body of Abraham 
Lincoln! 

Was the scheme dangerous? Not 
very, for these shrewd crooks knew

‘aw in Illinois against stealing a 
body; and the thieves hadn't ac- 
tually stolen anything So they 
were indicted and tried for con- 
spiring to steal a coffin worth only 
seventy-five dollars, 

On the first ballot, four jurors 
uctually voted to turn the thieves 
loose, After a few more ballots, 
the twelve men compromised and 
sent the body-stealing counter- 
feiters to Joliet prison for only 
twelve months,
